Curcaco, ll., May 25.—Alton was struck 
last night by a tornade, which bursted from 
the southwest, sweeping across the river with 
terrific fury. Some large buildings on the 
river front were damaged, some of them seri- 
ously. Among them were the Netional mills, 
the Roller mills, J.'A. Ryerie’s grocery store, 
Ilawley’s warehouse, Doury, Weed & Co.’s, 
the Drummond, Randall tobacco factory, the 
glass works and others. The most serious 
damage was to Ryerie’s store, the third story 
being wrecked and half the roof taken off. 
The wooden awnings, fencesand shade trees 
were blownin all directions. The freight 
cars on the Chicago and Alton siding were 
blown off, blocking the main track. The 
minor losses throughout the city aggre- 
gate a large amount,and it is feared the 
damege in the low lands across the river was 
gericus. Large planks and timbers were 
carried a long distance. Several pieces of 
gione coping on the fire wall of the roller 
mill, weighing four hundred or five hundred 
pounds, were carried over on the roof. In 
the city duringthe storm the consternation 
nearly emounting to a panic. 

The cyclone struck Concord, Ohio, in the 
afternoon, doing great damage. The wheat 
fields were deluged with water, the outbuild- 
ings were swept away, and Henry Atwater 
was fatally hurt. The damage to the growing 
crops was very great.

They Will Do No Damage to the Growing 
Ci ops-—-They Go forthe New Ground, 

WasHINcTON, May 25.—Professor C. V. 
Riley, chief of the entomological division of 
theegricultural department, receives man 
letters from the west and the southwest, whic 
indicate that the farmers of those sections are 
alarmed in cossequence of the predictions of 
the visitation of the seventeen-year locusts. 
The appearance of the ordinary locusts in 
California and Texas, in very destructive 
numbers, adds tothe alarm. [Professor Riley 
says the seventeen-year locusts, whose visit 
he has predicted, sre harmless to the growing 
crops, and dono injury except to the twigs of 
forest and fruit trees. Wherever young or- 
chards have been planted on land which has 
been cleared during the last seventeen years, 
the trees are liable to suffer somewhat, but it 
is probable that the use of kerosene emulsion 
sprayed upon the trees will protect them. 
he ordinary locust, which is so destructive to 
growing crops, has jaws which cut, while the 
seventeen-year species, more properly called 
cicada, has only bills through which he sucks 
his nourishment.

THE CASE MADE OUT. 


CLUVERIUS RBSTING UNDER A 
WEIGHT OF PROOF, 


The Torn Note Admitted as Evidence by the Judge— 
The Nameof Merton Fastened Upon the Cul- 
prit—The Prosecution Closes Its Evi«- 
dence-Notes of Intelligence. 


Ricuxoxp, Va., May 25.—Over an hour was 
spent this morning in the Cluverius murder 
trial in arguing the question as to the admis- 
sability of the torn note found at the Aweri- 
can hotel, addressed to T. J. Cluverius, and 
alleged to have been written by Lillian Madi- 
son. The prosecution argued in favor of ad- 
mitting the note as circumstantial evidence in 
the chain along with the testimony of their 
witneeses. The defense held that there was 
no occasion for rearguing the ques- 
tion, as no new authorities had 
been cited. There had not been a 
line of evidence to show that the prisoner ever 
wrote a note to and sené it to the hotel, or that 
he had received one from there. Judge At- 
kins reserved his decision and the jury was 
brought into court and the trial proceeded. 

P. P. Dillard, commercial traveler, sworn: 


Knew the prisoner; went to jail March 20th, 
with Captain Bagley, to see him, out of sym- 
avers § The y;risoner told witness that he 
could account for eyery moment of time he 
bad spent in Richmond on March 13th, and 
could clear himself of the charge. Captain 
Begley had asked him where he got the 
ecratcbes on his hand, and he said he had 
etruck it against a railing at Centreville. 

L. 8. Robbins, police officer who accom- 
panied Captain Epps to King and Queen 
county, was sworn. He explained what oc- 
curred at the time of the arrest, and his testi- 
mony owas in almost every detail 
corroborative of the evidence given by Cap- 
tain Epps, and telegraphed in these dispatches 
Saturday. In conversation with the prisoner, 
soon after his arrest, the witness told the pris- 
cper that this was a very serious charge, and 
the witness said he thought too much of Lil- 
lian to have done her any harm, and that he 
thought somebody had been personating him 
in Richmond. He further said that on Friday 
night of the alleged murder he had been to 
the dime museum, and had retired at il 
o’clock. The witness stated that he made an 
aflidavit to the warrant of arrest upon satis- 
factory evidence to his mind as adduced be- 
fore the coroner’s jury, that the body was that 
of Lillian Madison, and that the prisoner was 
directly or indirectly the cause of her death, 
The witness was subjected to a very severe 
cross-questioning, but without-eliciting any 
new fact. . 

John L. Oliver, jailer in King and Queen, 
was withthe Richmond officers when the ar- 
rest was made, and testified to the part he had 
taken inthe affair. There was nothing of 
special interest in his testimony outside that of 
other oflicers. At the suggestion of CaptainEpns 
he had looked and believed he saw a piece of 
the chain, about an inch long, hanging from 
the prisoner’s watch chain. This was at the 
hotel at King and Queen court house, after 
the party had arrived there from Mra, Tua- 
stall’s after the arrest. 

J. Kt. Vaughn, 6f King and Queen county, 
sworn: Was at Centreville on March 14, saw 
the prisoner inthe porch at the postofiice, 
The prisoner was sticking up a notice,and Mr. 
Bland, who was present, said to him that he 
was looking badly. The witness said to the 
prisoner that he must be in love. The 
prisoner said, no, he had 
missed the train the evening before, and had 
not slept the night previous. The prisoner 
0 ante leit, saying he was not feeliaog 
well. 

J. KR. Bland was at Centreville March 14, 
and testified to the same effect. 

John Sweeney, of the Richmond police, saw 
the prisoner at the stationhouse the evening 
of his arrival under arrest. Heasked him if 
be saw Miss Madison on March 13, and he 
enswered no. Heasked himifhe had ever 
frolicked, had he evér gone around to see the 
girls. The prisoner answered yes, he had 
been around. 

Lula V. Woodward was sworn. She was 
told to look at the prisoner and said she had 
seen him before. She first knew him by the 


name of Merton. That wasin 1882. She did 
not remember who introduced. him to 
her. She first found out that 


that was not his name while out riding with 
him, and another couple, a gentleman calling 
him by his right name. She had known the 
prisoner a very short time. She has not seen 
him since 1882.. He was then a college boy. 

At the conclusion of the evidence of this 
witness, Mr. Meredith, of the prosecution, 
said that this was the last witness they had to 
put on the stand at presert, and that they 
probably would not have any more, and sug- 

ested that after recess the defense begin the 
introduction of its witnesses. 

Judge Crump,of the defense,opposed forcing 
their side tosuch action. They desired some 
hours, at least, to prepare their line of de- 
fense, and hoped the court would not indorse 
the proposition in making them begin their 
testimony. 
Judge Atkins said he would wait until after 
recess to decide. 

At the afternoon session, Mr.Merédith made 
a motion that John Joel, who had previously 
testified regarding the watch key, be allowed 
to take the key anart and give such testimony 
as he might, either for the benefit of one side 
or the other.

Hunt was first put on the stand, and the 
judge asked him as to the identity of the 
pieces of the note to the one given him by 
the lady at the hotel. Hunt said they were 
the same pieces that were gathered from the 
scrap basket, and that the envelope was the 
same kind as that given bim by the lady. It 
was sealed when he gave it to the messenger. 
He said Mr. Dodson read the name ofT. J. 
Cluverius on the note when the pieces were 
put together. 

Joseph Dodson was recalled. He said the 
note was handed to him by the colored mes- 
senger boy when he brought it back to the 
hovel. Hesawit when the oflice boy gave it 
to the messenger. It remained in the office 
desk until Saturday evening, when he opened 
it, read it, and then tore it up and threw it 
in ev basket, not knowing what to do 
with it. f 

The judge then stated that the only thingthat 
caused him to rule against admitting the note 
was the question of identity; that now he was 
satisfied that it had been sufficiently identi- 
fied, and that he would therefore admit it as 
evidence. 

The note was then read, as follows: 
‘‘] will be there as soon as_ possible. 
wait for me.” 

Ivwas not signed, but the envelope was 
addressed to “T. J. Cluverius.”’ 

Counsel for the defense took exception to 
the ruling, both as tothe envelope and the 
note in it.

Alleged Widespread Conspiracy to Defraud 
Life Insurance Companies Discovered, 
B.ooMiNcton, Ill., May 25.—Some months 
ago the officers of the Bloomington Mutual 
Life isurance company determined that a 
conspiracy was in existence in Metropolis, 
i county, Il]., whose object was te 
efrau 


_ that and other life insurance 
compa@nies. [hey began investigation, 
and soon came to the conclusion 


that the conspiracy was formidable; that it 
had b@en in existence tor a long time, and 
bad alfeady netted many thousands of dollars, 
and that it was composed of some of the lead- 
ing and most respected people of Metropolis 
und Vibinity. A few days ago a special grand 
jury convened here, and twelve promi- 
nent Men were indicted, ten indictments be- 
ing fogmd against cach. These men included 
Mr. J@bn H. Norris, mayor of Metropolis; 
Mr. Harlan E. Armstrong, George F. Mus- 
grove,’ city marshal; A. E. McCammon, 
deputy sheriff; Dr. James A. Williams and 
Dr, Dawid L. Gephart. 

The@harges are conspiracy and forgery, 
The state attorney of Massac county has ar- 
rived at Metropolis and will have the indicted 
men arrested. The operations of the alleged 
conspirators were confined to the vicinity of 
Massae county anda portion of Kentucky. 
The first suspicious circumstance observed 


wes the unusually large number of 
deaths. _— reported in the vicinity of 
Metropolis. Ineach case proofs were pre- 


sented in perfect form. John Walker was re- 
orted dead, and $1,600 was ready to send. 
he proot of death, signed by a prominent 
physician and undertaker, was a glaring 
fraud. It was certified that Walker died Sep- 
tember 18, 1884, whereas he had died five 
months previous. 

The Bioomington Mutual instituted an in- 
vestigation and found, as it claims, that the 
fraudulent business had been carried on b 
the wholesale, and that at least $20,000 had 
already been realized by the ring, while $109,- 
00@i8 Bottoo high a figure for the profits 
which they had planned toreap. Thescheme 
was toinsure people on their deathbeds by 


making false statements in the 
spplications as to age, bodily con- 
dition, etc. In most instances the 


parties Were insured without their knowl- 
edge. Men of eighty and ninety were insur- 
ed, stating their ages as fifty and sixty. More 
than $60,000 worth of policies of this charac- 
ter were cancelled and taken up. 

The two Bloomington companies—the 
Douglas Life, of Chicago, and the Northwes- 
tern, ot Milwaukee—are among the heaviest 
losers, While a number of eastern companies 
were also caught.

‘THEY MUST SURRENDER. 


MIDDLETON’S TERMS TO POUND 
MAKER, 


The Indians of the Northwest Thoroughly Scared— 
Fcoundmeker’s Plea for Terms end the Be- 
sponse—Dumont Still Holds Out— 
Other News of the Day. 


Prince ALbert, N. W.T., May 25.—Satur- 
day afternoon two men arrived herein a buggy, 
carrying a white flag. They turned out to be 
Dirty Horn, nephew of Poundmaker, and 
Robert Jeflerson, Indian instructor of that 
chief’s reserve. Jefferson has been held by 
the Indians as a prisoner since the commence- 
ment of the trouble. He produced a letter 
from Poundmaker to the general, containing 
treaty overfures, and the two men with 
a couple of scouts, were sent with it to over- 
take the steamer carrying the general to Bat- 


tleford. Thetwo men said while here that 
Poundmaker is at Eagle Hills, forty or fifty 
miles distant, with 300 Indians, with whom 
he was on his way to Batouche when the car- 
rier arrived with the information ot Riel’s 
defeat. 

THE OLD CHIEF MAD, 

Poundmaker was much incensed at Riel, 
whom he accused of misleading him. During 
Saturday the scouts who had gone with the 
two messengers returned, having overtaken the 
steamer thirty miles up the river. They said 
the general] told Poundmaker’s omissaries that 
Poundmaker and his counsellors must moet 
him in Battleford Tuesday, with their arms, 
and makean unconditional surrender. Unless 
these terms were accepted the troops will be 
sent to drive them trom their reserves and 

unish them. Gabriel Dumont is still in the 

sirch hills with a few followers, and is defiant. 
He paid a visit to Batouche Saturday, when 
the priest offered him a letter from Middleton, 
telling him to surrender and promising him a 
fair trial. Being told who the letter was from 
he refused to take it, and said the general could 
go to the deyil if he choose. Very few weapons 
of any value have been surrendered so far. 


Pieading With Middleton. 


BANTLEFORD, May 25.—The steamer North- 
west, with Genersl Middleton, came in last 
night.’Four hundred volunteers were with him. 
Rey. Father Cochin is just in with a commu: 
nication from Poundmaker, saying that he 
will surrender unconditionally. The Indians 
are now coming into talk with Middleton. 
They are thoroughly scared. There are about 
40 half breeds with them, and the Indians’ 
proper number nearly 2,000 souls. When the 
priest gave Poundmaker Colonel Otter’s let- 
ter, they all laid down their arms. This wes 
Thursday last, and they have already com- 
menced moving in to surrender. The priest 
saysthe enemy were two days engaged in 
burying their dead at Cut-knife hill. There 
were sixty bodies at least. The rebellion is 
practically over. 


READY FOR RIEL. 


Handed Over to the re be Tried at 
gina. 

Reoina, Northwest ita! May 25.—The 
train conveying Riel, the captured rebel chief, 
arrived here, Captain G. H. Young, of the 
Winnipeg Field Battery, in charge, Reil was 


taken to the barracks. From the time 
of Riel’s capture up to haif an 
hour after hia arrival here he was 


under the control of Captain Young, and was 
brought by him from Guardapuy’s Crossing to 
Saskatoon on the steamer Northcote, and 
thence by teams 154 miles in two and one- 
half days, The trip was a very rapid one, but 
was made without incident. The escort con- 
sisted of nine men of the Nineteenth battalion 
and seven of the Midlana regiment. The 
original destination was Winnipeg, but orders 
by telegraph met Captain Young at Moose Jaw 
to hand his prisoner over to the police author- 
ities at Regina and await orders. Riel was

L’Etandard, 
the organ of the Roman Catholic bisho 
of Montreal, says that the fanaticism whic 
causes the English pegple to call for the 
hanging of Biel piel the very cause of 
the rebellion. Le tis comes out with a 
series of inflammatory articles. Itsays that 
if the half breeds were Protestants and had to 
deal with the government of Quebec, God help 
the volunteers who would pass through Onta- 
rio to ies them down. It is quite evident the 
French press is trying to make this a religious 
question instead of a national one, so as to en- 
tist the sympathies of the Irish Catholics 
who comprise about one.quarter of the popu- 
lation of this province. A gentleman who has 
just returned from Sorel says that ata public 
dinner given there, at which the mayor of 
Montreal and a number of leading French and 
Irish citizens were present, the toast of “Rell, 
the patriot,’”” was drunk with honors. The 
toast of “the Queen” was omitted, that of ‘the 
American and French republics” being sub- 
stituted. 

THE TRIAL OF BIEL. 

Ottawa, Ont., May 25.—It is more than 
likely that Riel will be tried under an acti of 
Edward ILI, entitled, “‘An act defining which 
offenses shall be adjudged treason.” If Riel 
were an American born citizen he could be 
tried under the provisions of chapter 14 of the 
dominion acts, 1867-1868, but the old maxim 
which declares “Once a British subject always 
a British subject,”? may still have suiflicient 
force to operate as a bar. to conviction in the 
case of a trial under its authority. There can 
be no such danger in a trial under the statute 
of Edward III, coupled with the express dec- 
larations of chapter 69, acts of 1868. 


THE INDIAN OUTBREAK. 


Orders From Washington for the Suppress- 
ion of the Hostiles, 


Wasnsineton, May 25.—Telegraphic infor- 
mation received at the war department from 
General Crook indicates that the hostile 
Apaches, under Geronimo, will remain in the 
mountains of western Mexico, and raid the 
settlements.

These outrages must be stopped in 
the shortest time ible, and every precaution 
taken to preventtheir occurrencein the futuie, 
By order of secretary of war. . 

This is signed by RK. C. Drum, adjutant gen- 
aral. It is the result of a conference between 
the president, the secretary of war and Oliver 
S. Teall, of New York, this morning.

VICTOR HUGO’S BURIAL. 


The Police Expecting a Riotous Demonstra- 
tion From the Reds. 

Paris, May 25.—The police expect and are 
prepared for the renewal of the communist 
riot at Pere La Chaise cemetery to-day or to- 
morrow. The communist papers cry for ven- 
geance upon the police and troops for attack- 
ing and ne the people who attempted 
yesterda make the demonstration at the 

ves of the commynists in the cemetery. 
hese journals inorder to incite the mob, 
falsely assert thut the soldiers during yester- 
day’s riet shot four communists dead, 
Threats are made to attack the authorities 
with arms and dynamite. Extraordinary 
military precautions are being taken to pre- 
vent the mob from even starting a riot. 

Victor Mugo’s funeral will take place next 
Sunday. The poet’s bady will lie in state 
under the Arc de Triomphe until Saturday. 
The commupists of Paris have resolved to 
attend the funeral, and to march with red 
flags in the procession. If they do, it is be- 
lieved there will be a riot. 

To-day’s demonstration of the communists, 
which is a continuation of yesterday’s anni- 
versary celebration of the fall of the com- 
mune, has, up to this hour, been orderly. The 
government withdrew the troops and allowed 
the processionista to march into Pere la Chaise 
cemetery with red flags. The communists not 
being opposed, vented their enthusiasm and . 
alleged blood-thiratiness in harmless sheuts, 
They claim, however, to have overawed the 
authorities and boast of their victory. 

In the riot yesterday thirty persons were 
wounded, but no one was killed. “ 

The following is another account of the 
demonstration of the communists to-day: 
‘There was another serious fight to-day be- 
tween the police and the anarchists. A large 
party of the latter went to Pere la Chaise 
cemetery, to inter the remains of a revolu- 
tionist named Courinet. They entered the 
cemetery quietly, but became excited by vio- 
lent orations delivered over the grave by 
Rochefort and others. They sallied out from 
the cemetery with a red flag flying, and the 
police made a rush to capture the flag. A 
desperate fight ensued, in which knives were 
freely used. Several were wounded on both 
sides, and many arrests were made.”’ 

Two thousand students paraded before the 
Hugo residence today. The funeral will be 
attended by 350 deputations. 

A catafalque, twenty feet high will be 
erected under the Arc de ‘Triomphe, which 
will be inclosed with drapery on all sides ex- 
cept that facing the Champ Elysees. Four 
oriflammes with silver mountings will sur- 
mount the enclosures. A huge belt of crape 
covers the left side of thearc. On the front 
masts will be reared beukring oriflammes and 
escutcheons inscribed with the titles 
of Hugo’s works. Thirty-two candelabra, fif- 
teen feet high, will surround the are. To the 
moment of the removal of the coffin from the 
catafalque the bands will play Saint Saen’s 
hymn to Hugo. The cortege will wend its way 
through the champs Elysees and the boule- 
vards, halting on the Place de LeRepublique 
where the choruses of the opera comique and 
the conservatory will sing a funeral chant. 
¥ Grave outbreaks by the communists and an- 
archists are feared to-morrow, and until after 
the funeral of Victor Hugo. The revolution- 
ists have been worked up toa high state of ex- 
citement. It is reported that they intend to 
erect barricades in the streets. 


VALIDITY OF CATHOLIC BATrisM. 


The Result of the Argument in the Pres- 
byterian Assembly, -—-=-—<+ 


Cixcrynati, May 25.—At the afternoon 
session of the Presbyterian general assenibly, 
when Judge Drake’s resolation against tha 
validity of Roman Catholic baptism was taken 
up, he yielded the floor, asking that some op- 
ponent open the debate and that he be allowed 
to close. 

Dr. W. C. Alexander, professorin the theo- 
logical seminary, San Francisco, spoke in 
opposition. He said it was useless, as it would 
not be au utterance buf simply an expression 
of opinion of those voting. It was mischievous, 
since by passing it we make ourselves 
the laughing stock ofthe world, It is more 
papal than all the popes combined. It involves 
a misinterpretation of the standards accordin 
to which the “visible church” is composed o 
ell those who profess the true religion. This 
resolution denies the validity ofthe baptism 
administered to millions of persons who have 
come into the Protestant church from the Ro- 
men Catholic church, and never received any 
other baptism. 

Dr. E. H. Nevfn followed at some length, 
showing in what the corruptions of the Roman 
Catholic church consisted. 

Dr. Schaff offered a substitute for the reso- 
lution, to the effect that the Roman Catholic 
church, though corrupt and teaching many 
unscriptural errors, yet retaining the hol 
scriptures and the ancient creeds with all 
the fundamental truths of Christianity, is 
still a branch of the visible church of Christ, 
and, therefore, the sacrament of baptism ad- 
ministered by that church, with the right to 
baptize, is true and valid Christian baptism, 
which cannot and ought not to be repeated. 
Dr. Schaff spoke in favor of the substitute 
by showing from history of the church that 
baptism administered im the name of the 
trinity with the proper intention, regardless 
of the character of the one administering, 
had always been considered valid. Further 
debate was postponed until to-morrow after- 
noon.

There hasn't been a murder committed in 
Michigan for twénty years without my 
feeling morally certain as to the murderer, 
but what I feel and proofs to convict are two 
different matters. 

“And one ofthe curious facts is that. so 
many criminals give themselves away. Not 
one msn in thirty can commit murder with- 
out eventually sharing his secret with some 
one. The burden of guilt seems too great for 
one pair of shoulders. 

“Phipps, who was hung at Sandwich, 
echemed every way to break jail, and risked 
his life to get out of Canada, but he hadn’t 
had his liberty twenty-four hours béfore 
he wanted to give himself 
up. He headed for the far west 
but stopped at Pullman in disgust, and 
actually took pains to let three or four indi- 
vidusls know who he was. Some criminals 
will overdo the thing, and by the vehemence 
of their protestations excite ‘suspicion. Others 
show guilty by timidity,and yet others by their 
show of indifference or cheek. I have picked 
up an offender on the street with no other clue 
than his manner of glancing at his fellow pe- 
dettrians. I havéarrested others who looked 
everybody in the face as frankly asif they 
felt itacrime to steal a strawberry. They 
were overdoing the thing by too much frank: 
neés. 

“Tell me to day the name of a man.in any 
certain business whom you have reason to be- 
lieve is hard up and cannot pull through his 
financial straits, and I can tell you pretty 
close}y as to what will result. It he belongs 
to a certain class there will be an honest as- 
Bignment. If to another certain class there 
Will be a bogus chattel mortgage, or some of 
the stock will be gmuggled away. If toa 
third, there will be an incendiary fire to secure 
the insurance.

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THE TRAOKS OF CRIME, 


No Origival Ideas Among Crimiuals—Orime 
averages Up Like the Wheat Crop. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

«The study of crime brings forth some cu- 
ricus factts,”’ observed anold detective, the 
other day. “While you may know just how 
e certain shot in billiards ought to be made, 
it may not be possible to make it successfully. 
So with our business. We may be able to 
pick up allthe cluesin a murder case but 
the next thing is to catch the murderer.” 

‘What ere your curious facts?” 

“One of them is that all criminals commit 
crime after certain rules. It is rarely, indeed, 


tibet you find a crook working on an original 
jdee. The burglar works after the style of 
100 years ago. The thief has no new ideas. 
All cur murders are committed after what 
might be called the old fashioned way. I 
gometimes wish some oifender would develop 
something newin law breaking. For instance, 
I] can point you to a case where as many as 
thirteen attempts have been made to enter a 
certain residence within the last two years, 
end cach attempt at the same window with 
ihe same tools. IJsn’t that monotonous? 
“Another of the curious facts is that crime 
aveneges up with as much certainty as the 
weather or the crops. If it gains one month 
it will lose the next. If it falls off in one sea- 
gon it will pick up at another, so that your 
figures for one year will not vary greatly from 
another, except there are special reasons for 
it. We send shout s0 many criminals to prison 
each year; about s0 many give us the slip; 
about so many commit their first offense, 
have a close shave from state prison and are 
frightened into leading honest lives. 
‘(A third curious fact is the’shortsightedness 
of criminals, even when crime is deliberately 
lanned. In a murder casein the interior of 
he state last year you remember the murderer 
claimed that some one reached into the bed- 
room window and hit his wife with a club, the 
blow causing her death. In his confession, 
yoace after four or five days, he acknowledged 
that he hed been planning the crime for 


weeks. Now see how blind he was. The 
w indow-eash was nailed down at 
each corner. He broke off one nail 
end left the other! He was made to see 


thei no man, no-matter what his height, 
could have reached into the window far 
ercuch to strike anyone on the bed, even with 
ahce handle. In planning his perfect safety 
he committed half a dozefi of the stupidest 
blunders one ever read of. 

‘ake the case of the average burglar. It 
comes to be known around his usual haunts 
that he is broke for cash. Indeed, he volun- 
tecrs the information himself, makes a haul 
and returns to give himselfdead away by his 
reckiess extravagence. 

“Jt isthe same with a common thief. If 
he would steal and hide his plunder for awhile 
he would give us more hard work, but the 
idea with him seems to be that if he is not 
nabbed in the very act he has nothing to fear. 
Jie can’t wait to dispose of his plunder, and 
his manner of offering it for sale is a give- 
away in itself.

“I be ruts of crime are as plain as the iron 
tracks ofa railroad. You can figure to a 
mors] certainty what a criminal should do 
auc will do, but that isn’t catching him. 
There hasn't been a murder committed in 
Michigen for twénty years without my 
feeling rege | certain as to the murderer, 
but whatI feel and proofs to convict are two 
diferent matters. 

“And one oftbe curious facts is that so 


many criminals give themselves away. Not 


oné man in thirty can commit murder with- 
cut eventually sharing his secret with some 
one. The burden of guilt seems too great .for 
one pair of shoulders. 

“Vhipps, who was hung at Sandwich, 
echemed every way to break jail, and risked 


his lite to get outof Canada, but he hadn’t 
had his liberty twenty-four hours before 
he wanted to give himself 
up.

INFORMATION WANTED: 

The New York Evening Post, commenting 
on the fact that the recent convention of 
commercial men, held in Atlanta, voted in 

' favor of suspending the coinage of silver, has 


* the following: 


Nothing cen arrest this swelling tide of southern 
sentiment in favor of sound business policies, and 
_gince this decisive vote of the Atlanta convention, 
there is an excellent prospect that congress wili 
pass an act suspending silver coinage early in the 
next session. 
Our esteemed contemporary will not, we 
trust, take it amiss if, in relation to this im- 


search of information. If we are not mis- 


’ taken, the desire of those who oppose the 


suspension of silver coinage is to prevent the 
accumulation of a deprecia‘ed circulating 
medium, which sooner or later, if matters go 
on as they are now going, will supplant and 
drive out gold and thus bring about a panic, 
or some such financial crisis. They hold that 
the silver dollar, as cdmpared with the gold 
dollar, is not a genuine dollar, but, is worth 
only so much as it will fetch if sold as bul- 
lion. 

If we mistake not, those who hold such 
opinions have been for several years past en- 
geged in an effort to induce the people to 
believe that the silver dollar is worth no more 
than its bullion value, which is about 83 
cents, as compared with gold. This effort to 
depreciate silver and to create distrust in the 
popular mind has, we are bound to say, mat 

ith measurable success. This success has 
been greatly aided by the attitude of the 
banks of the country, which, while they are 
hoarding goid, are taking advantage of every 
opportunity to refuse silver. At this mo- 
ment, while the people are doing business on 
the basis of silver, the banks are doing busi- 
nets as nearly as possible on an exclusively 
gold basis. : 

In this, it seems, they are aided by the sec- 


, retary of the treasury; so that it is not going 


too far to say that the banks, haying the 
active co-operation of the government under 
whose auspices silver _is coined, will 
finally bave their way so far as the 
‘suspension of silver coinage and the actual 
degradation of the silver dollar are concerned.

The banks of New York city hold over and

condition... Deposits are increasing faster 
than acceptable loans can be placed, and the 
bankers themselyes are beginning to seek a 
remedy.

In 1878-79 there was an abundance 
of idle money, end in the next year thare 
was an expansion of credit and speculative 
prices such as the country has rarely known. 
If the story of 1879-80 is to be repsated, we 
are op the yerge of a period of remarkable 
activity ; for money is more than plenty, and 
prices are very low. The depreciation in 
stocks is almost beyond precedent, and stocks 
and bonds are the chief purchases of those 
who are holding idle to-day vast amounts of 
money in our great money centers. 

There is little or no distrust to-day in busi- 
ness circles, and business paper is readily 
discounted by the banks at low rates; but 
ethe panic of last May has destroyed conti- 
dence in railroad investments, and almost 
put an end to all speculative enterprises. 
Railroad construction is at a standstill, and 
all over the land there are idle mills and fac: 
torics. When economy was forced upon 
the people by circumstances beyond their 
control, over production quickly followed; 
and the railroads had less to carry, and to- 
day the factories and raiiroads are in one 
grand ginmp, and it is difficult to say which 
isin the worst condition, But it is plain 
that when confidence is restored among the 
capitalists, more railroads will be built be- 
cause the country needs them, and the fac- 
tories wil! be reopened because the peopis 
need goods that they have done without in 
the recent hard years; and when the people 
begin to buy freely again we may know the 
hard times are ended. The country is grow- 
ing, and the effects of over production will 
necessarily soon disappear, and when they 
pass away capital will grow bolder, and ac- 
tivity will be ushered in again. In this case 
activity must begin at the top. The masses 
of the people cannot begin to buy goods un- 
tilemployment is furnished them by the 
capitalists, The capitalists must first begin 
to help railroad builders and factory mana- 
gers, thereby giving the people employment; 
and so the whole question of a return of 
business activity resolves itself into this: 
when will the capitalists regain the confi- 
dence and -courage they displayed in the 
days of 1879-80? It is a difficult question, 


be hastened in actual tact by the money lost 
through the accumulation of idle capital, 
The foliy of letting sixty million dollars ac- 
cumulatein one city will readily appear 
when its owners quit quaking long enough 
to see there are thousands of investments 
that offer good returns with no drawback of 
probable loss. The capitalisis cannot long 
hold ont against tempting offers. . Selfishness, 
if not patriotism, will restore sense and con- 
fidence tu their timid hearts and befogged 
brains, 


“HUCKLEBERRY FINN” AND HIS CRIT 
Ics. 

A very deplorable fact is that the great 
bocy of literary criticism is mainly perfunc- 
tory. This is not due toa lack of ability or 
to a jack of knowledge. It is due to the fsct 
that most of it is from the pens of newspaper 
writers who have no time to elaborate their 
ideas. They arein a hurry, and what they 
write is hurried. Under-these circumstances 
it isnot unnatural that they should take their 
cues from inadequate sources and give to the 
public opinions that are either conventional 
or that have no reasonable basis. 

All this is the outcome of the conditions 
and circumstances of American life. There 
is n0 demand for sound criticism any more 
than there is a demand for great poetry. We 
have a leisure class, but its tastes run towards 
horses, yachting and athletic sports, in imi- 
tation of the English young men who occa- 
sionally honor these shores with their pres- 
ence. The imitation, after all, is a liniping 
one. The young Englishman of leisure is 
not only fond of outdoor sports, but of books. 
He has culture and taste, and patronizes liter- 
ature With as much enthusiasm as he does 
physical amusements. If our leisure class is 
to imitate the English, it would be batter if 
the imitation extended somewhat in the di- 
rection of culture. : 

The Ameriean leisure class—the class that 
might be expected to patronizs good litera- 
ture and to create a demand for sound, con- 
servative criticism—is not only fond of horses, 
but is decidediy horsey. It is coarse and 
uneultivated, It has no taste in either litera- 
ture orart. It reads fewbooksand buys its 
pictures in Europe by the yard. 

We are led to these remarks by the wholly 
inadequte verdict that has recently been given 
in some of the most prominent newspapers 
as to the merits of Mark Twain’s new book, 
“The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn.” 
The crit’cs seem to have gotten their cue in 
this ins'ance from the ac.ion of the Concord

It is difficult 
to believe that the critics who havyecon- 
demned the book as coarse, vulgar and inar- 
tistic can have read it, Taken in connection 
with ‘‘The Prince and the Pauper,” it marks 
a clear and distinctadvance in Mr, Clemens’s 
literary methods. It presentsan almost ar- 
tistically perfect picture of lifeand charac- 
ter in the southwest, and it will be equally 
valuable to the historian and to the student 
of sociology. Its humor, which is genuine | 
aud never-failing, is relieved by little ps:- 
thetic touches here and there that youch for 
its literary value. 

It isthe story of a half illiterate, high- 
spirited boy whose adventures are related by 
himself. The art with wéich this concep- 
tion is dealt with is perfect in ail its det ails. 
The boy’s point of view is never for a mo- 
ment lost sight of, and the moral of the 
made to present, with perfect consistency, not 
only the characters of the people whom he 
meets, butan accurate picture of their social 
life. From the artistic point of view, there is 
not @ coarse nor vulgar suggestion from the 
beginning to the end of the book. What 
ever is coarse and crude isin the life that is 
pictured, and the picture is perfect. It may 
be said that the humor is sometimes excessive. 
but itis gennine humor—and the moral of 
the book, though it is not scrawled across, 
every page, teaches the necessity .of manli- 
ness and self-sacrifice.

RESPECTABILITY AND RHYME, 


A New England critic makes a savage on- 
slaught upon Mr. James Russeil Lowell for 
expressing regret in his address on Coleridge 
that the poet-philosopher was without the 
correct business habits which would have 
made him a respectable man. 

Our eastern critic thinks that “the poet 
who has led a regular life will write regular 
poetry, tinctured with that low mechanic 
vein of thought akin to worldly respectabil- 
ity and prudence; but the poet whose want 
of correct business habits has enabled him to 
taste the vicissitudes of human !ife feels how 
much inspiration is indebted to experience.’ 
Vossibly this balderdash may impress young 
people with the idea that a genuine poet 
must be reckless, improvident or dissipated, 
like Alfieri, Byronand Poe. Thereis noth- 
ing more absurd. Poets are no longer wan- 
dering troubadours. They wear their hair 
cut close, and follow the fashion in other 
things. They are as ‘‘strictly business’ as 
any classin the community. There is no 
incompatibility between respectability and 
rhyme. Even in Byron’s day, when society 
was notvery particular, Samuel Rogers show- 
ed that it was possible to bea pattern of 
prorpriety,; asuccessful banker, and yet turn 
out pretty good poetry. The 
poets of today are all  raspactabie 
in the sense indicated by Mr. Lowell. Leaving 
out Tennyson, whois obliged to be respect- 
able because he is rather shaky, and a peer, 
end a poet-lanreate, and all that sort of thing, 
we have only to reilecta moment to become 
convinced that stanzas and shekels may go 
together just as well ag not. ‘Victor Hugo, 
for instance, died the other day, leaving 38,- 
000,000. Sucha bank account would be a 
voucher for respectability anywhere. Wil- 
liam Cullen Bryant was one of our first poeta, 
but he also knew how to runa great daily 
newspaper, and hold his own in maiters of 
business. Mr, E. OC, Siedman has written 
good poetry, but he has never lost sight of 
his main business, speculating in Wall 
street. , 

3ut wiy spin out a listof names? The 
readers of these poets do not complain of “a 
low mechanic vein of thought.’’ Even our 
New Engiand critic will find it difficalé to 
pointitout. Still,wemust say that, even 
though the facts pointed the other way, we 
should prefer respectability and correct busi- 
ness habits, without poetry, to peetry without 
respeciability and correct business habits. 
But the New England critic is free to make 
his choice.

THERE has been considerable talk conrerning 
the anti-public school views of Mr. Zack Mont- 
gomery, of California, who has been selected as 
assistant attorney general for the department of 
the interior. Mr. Montgomery has interview- 
ed, and does not hesitate to make a full and frank 
statement of his position. He opposes our public 
school system because he believes it is wrong, and 
ismaking e large class of criminals and law 
breakers. Thesystem takesthe child outof the 
control of the parents and places him in 
the coutrel of persons who have 
no personal interest in his welfare, 
Under the guidance of the teacher the child 
loses much oi his respect for his parents, He 
accepts the views and authority of the teacher as 
aboye those of his’parents. According to the 
census Of 1860, in five New England states, with 
public schools, there was one native white crimi- 
nal to every 1,000 persons, while in five southern 
states, without public schools, there was only 
one native white criminal to every 6,500 persons. 
Mr. Montgomery did not examine the census of 
1870 because that was taken shortly after 
the war, before things had resumed their normal 
condition, The census of 180 he had examined 
and found to sustain his views. After studying 
the question from every standpoint, he has come 
to the conclusion that parents are bound to feed, 
clothe and educate their children, and should be 
compelled todose. Children whose parents are 
poor should be fed, clothed and educated at pub> 
licexpense. No citizen should be taxed to feed, 
clothe or educate the children whose 
parents are able to take care of them. 
No public school should force upon a 
child a teacher, book or system to which the pa- 
rent objects. The whole business of education 
should be open to private enterprise and free com- 
petition. Tnestate should step in only where 
private enterprise fails. These are the main 
points embodied in Mr, Montgomery’s education- 
al platiorm. .

Mr. Wyly stated that the object was to take 
s0me action in reference to the pending ques~ 
tion of increased rates. 

Mr. Haas, of Savannah, said he 
came frepresenting the Savannah board 
of trade, and had been sent 
here to lay the views of that body before the 
commission. He suggested that the Atlanta 
board take action by sending delegates before 
the commission to express views on the ques- 
tion of rates. He said he did not think it 
would be feasible to discuss the merits of the 
case, except before the commission, as such a 
course would beto foréwarn the railroads of 
the position the merchants would 
take and give them the benefit of preparing 
to meet the argument. He said it might be 
well enough-to take the genera] sentiment of 
the meeting. 

Mr. Haas was asked to put his views in the 
shape of a motion. 

He then moved that the meeting express 
itself as opposed to the increase of treight 
rates. 

Colonel John N. Dunn seconded the motion, 
and 1t wes unanimously carried. 

Colonel Dunn moved that the meeting select 
delegates to appear before the commissioners 
today. 

Mr. Aaron Haas moved as a substitute that 
Colonel Dunn be made the delegate to repre- 
sent the Atlanta merchants. 

Colone] Dunn thought Mr. Haas ought to be 
sent as a delegate. 

On being urged to accept Colonel Dunn said 
he had prepared some figures and statements 
om the question of rates, and he had no objec- 
tion to going before the commission and- pre- 
senting them. He was elways ready to serve 
his neighbors, be gaid. 

The moticn was put and Colonel Dunn was 
selected as the delegate. 

Mr. Aaron Haas seid the merchants need 
not be afraid that the railroads would not un- 
derstand the fight whether the position of the 
merchants was published or not. People, said 
he,who make it a life long study to get the best 
rates they can will be ready to combat any 
idea or statement the merchants may make, 
even wiihout notice. No man present, he 
said, was able to cope with the railroad men, 
who think of nothing else day or night except 
the manegement of their roads. 

Mr. Park,of Greensboro,spoke briefly urging 
the importance of the questions under consid- 
eration. 

Mr.J.F. Simons moved that the visiting 
celegates be requested to act with the Atlanta 
delegates before the commission. 

Mr. Pattillo moved that one delegate be apr 
pointed to represent the state at large. 

It was moved 23 a substitute that the dele- 
gation from Atlanta be composed of 
Colonel Dunn, Mr. Haas and the president, 
and that the visiting delegates co-operate with 
them. 

The motion was unanimously adopted, and 
the meeting then adjonrned. 

The commission will meet at ten o’clock 
this morning to consider the question ofin- 
creased charges and to investigate several 
other matters of less importance.

SAVED BY BLOOD. 


DR. MUNHALL’S BIBLE RBADINGS 
AT TRINITY CHURCH, 


The Theme of Last Night’s Discourse—Larnge Crowds 


in Spite of the Reain—Services Held Every Af- 
ternoon anfi Bvery Night—Evidencss of 
the Geod Phat is Being Done. 


The second week of the special services at 
Trinity church has begun with every indica- 
cation thet the interest in them, though great 
from the first, is rather on the increase than 
onthe decline. Dr. Munhall has consented 
to remain in Atlenta another week, and will 
conduct double daily services every day at 
Trinity. There will be a_ Bible 
reading at three o'clock in the 
afternoon, aud at 7:45 every evening. Both 
eervices yesterday were largely attended. At 
night, though the clouds threatened rain, all 
the seats were filled and some persons sat in 
chairs in the aisles, The = sarvices 
were . begun by singing, “I am 


washed in the blood of -the Lamb.” 
Dr. Munhall leads the singing with as much 
spirit as he preaches. He tries to get every- 
body in the congregation to sing, and he su:- 
ceeds in warming his hearers up before he be- 
_ his discourse. As the last verse of the 

ymn mentioned was sung last night, he 
said: ‘‘] want all who feel that they 
have been washed in the blood of the Lamb 
to hold up their hands as we sing this last 
chorus.””’ When the chorus was reached there 
was a louder burst of the grand melody, and 
#)] over the church hands were thrown up into 
the gir andkept there until the last words 
were sung. 

Dr. Munhall’s theme was 

THE BLCOD OF CHRIST, 


and he took as his text the 24th. verse of the 
12th chapter of Hebrews: ‘The blood of 
sprinkling that speaketh better things than 
the blood of Aaron.”’ 

It has been remarked, he gaid, that the 
blood of Aaron cried for vengeance, and the 
blood of Christ cried tor mercy. The blood of 
Aaron here spoken of, however, does not refer 
to the bleod spilled by the fratricidal hand of 
the first murderer. Reference is had to the 
blood of Aaron’s sacrifice which foretokened 
the sacrifice of Christ for man. Aaron’s 
gacrifice was accepted because it had blood. 
Here the idea of atonement 
by blood is first suggested, and it afterwards 
found its divine completion on the cross of 
Calvary. Mr. Beecher is reported to have 
said recently, and he probably is reported 
correctly, for we are prepared to expect Mr. 
Beecher to say anything, that he is sick 
and tired of these Moody and Sankey songs. 
There is blood, blood, blood all through them. 
He says we arenot saved by blood, but by 
love. Now if my little ten year old girl did 
not understand the scriptures better than that 
I would be ashamed of her, and yet it is 
marvellous how ignorant are some 
people who ought to be enlightened on 
these great truths. Especially is this the 
case with people who are fed with the silver 
spoon of such orators as Mr. Beecher. We are 
saved by blood, by the death of Christ. His 
shedding His blood for us is an expression of 
His love, it is true, but it is the act of His 
dying that saves us,and not any abstract idea 
of His love. 

Suppose it were whispered through the land 
es it was in Egypt one fearful night, that the 
angel of death would pass over and would 
slay the first born of every household, save 
where he teund bieod of a lamb on the lintels 
of the door posts. Do you think a father thus 
warned would procures lamb and simply 
tie him to the post? =—Do, you 
suppose that his first born would rest in peace, 
satisfied that all that was needed was a mere 
figurative sprinkling of the blood and not the 
actual sacrifice? The blood of Christ, we are 
promised, will do much for us, and I have 
wrilten down some of the things it 
does for us. In the first place we are 

REDEEMED BY BLOOD, 

not with corruptible things as silver and gold, 
but with the blood ofour Lord Jesus Christ. 
Ilis blood will do you no good unless you take 
advantage of it in glad self surrender to Him. 
Then we are justified by blood. The most 
wonderful thing in this universe js that 
we are all justified through Christ. We are 
all Jost on our own merits, and we are saved 
only through the atonement of the blood shed 
for us. It removes our sins from us as far as 
the east is from the west. 

And then we have peace through blood. 
We some times speak as if God were 
angry with us. God has already been 
propitiated by the shed blood of Christ. It is 
the sinner who keeps up the enmity, and is 
still in rebellion against God. Oh! have done 
with your rebellion. Lay down your arms 
in this unequal werfere and surrender. You 
will find God ready to receive you just as 
quick as you do that. 

The blood of Christ cleanses from all 
sin. Menyof you are moral and upright, 
and you think that will suffice unto your sal- 
vation, but you are not morally clean unleas 
you have been washed in this blood. It 
makes no difference how corrupt you may 
have been, you will be made white as snow 
with this cleansing. Even a poor magdalen 
cen be made clean by it. My heart goes out 
to 

A FALLEN WOMAN, 

for in nothing is woman’s uncharity shown 
s0 plainly as to a sinning sister. It touches 
my heart when I hear an erring woman tell, 
as one told me in this church the other night 
in configence, of her desolation and misery. 
Woman never forgives such a sin, but 
God’s mercy is greater than that of 
woman. This poor girlasked me what she 
could do to earn a living here and to regain 
the opiniens and the love she had lost. I did 
not know what to tell her, though my heart 
went out to her. I thought there might be 
some kind Christian women in this city who 
would help her and forgive her 
in the spirit of Christ, but I advised 
her to go as far from Atlanta as she could get 
and to ask the help of God to give her a new 
heart and keep her in the pure life to which 
she was reaching. There is one to whom even 
a poor, weak, fallen woman can look for com- 
fort and strength. When I look et these feet 
of and think ‘how many 
of sin they have 
I see other feet which were nailed to 
the cross and I see the blood upon them. 
When I look on these hands and think of 
allthe wicked deeds they have done! seo 
other hands which are stained with the price- 
less blood that flowed for me. 
When I think how my . thoughts 
have gone estray I see a dovely 
face, fairer than the sons of men, the fairest 
among ten thousand and altogether lovely 
and a brow on which the crown of thorns was 
set, and there is the blood that was shed for 
me. When I think ofmy.poor wicked heart 
I think also of another kingly throbbing heart 
whose blood was spilled by the Roman 
spear and whose flood has washed away the 

sins ofthe world. 

Dr. Munhall concluded with a powerful 
appeal for all who had not known the cleans- 
ing powerofthis blood. Many ofthose pres- 
ent manifested a deep interest in the subject 
presented and asked prayer for their conver- 
sion to a better life. 

Dr. Munhall always holds his congregations 
well, and in his earnest, eloquent talks there 
is much that goes to the heart with sugges- 
tions which bear good fruit.

A BRAZILIAN OUTRAGE, 

The department of state received to-day ¢ 
report trom Mr. Osborn, minister to Brazil, in 
regard to the arrest and imprisonment o 
Beckford Mackey, United States consul at Ric 
Grande. Consul Mackey has also .writ 
ten to his relatives hcre, giving an ac 
count of the difficulty. It appears that Macke 
had for many weeks been violently assaile 
for no ascertained cause, in the columns of the 
newspaper at Rio Grande, Do Sul. The ed- 
itor, one Amorim, sent Mackey a note by a 
messenger on April 13th, proposing that if he 
subscribed for the paper it would cease to at- 
tack him. He declined the offer and kicked 
the messenger out of his office. On the next 
day the editor madea scurillous attack on 
Mackey, and assailed his mother, an excellent 
lady distinguished fpr her piety. 
On the same evening, as Consul Mackey 
entered the theater, he was 
confronted by Amorim with an uplifted stick. 
Mackey at once struck him a heavy blow in 
the fecc with his walking cane, His assailant 
drew his pistol, but before he could fire, the 
consul shot him twice, and he fell to the floor. 
Mackey, accompanied by the consul of the 
German empire, repaired to the poiice magis- 
trate and surrendered himself. Amorim, 
whose wounds proved not to be severe, then 
Srrived at the head of an armed body of 
ruffians, and demanded that Mackey should 
be surrendered to him. The police officers were - 
Overawed and fled, but Mackey drew his pistol 
and kept the mob off a few minutes. He is 
held prisoner, as the offense is not bailable. 
All the foreign consuls have visited him ina 
body, and signed a statement justifying his 
action, while hundreds of leading citizens 
bave tendered him their aid, and the leading 
lawyer of that province has volunteered for his 
defense. His trial will take place next week. 
Mackey is a young man, in his twenty-third 
yeer. He graduated with the highest honors 
#i Pio Nono college, Macon, Ga., and later at 
the law school of Georgetown, when he was 
#Ppointed consul. He isason of Judge T, J. 
Mackey, of South Carolina.
